*does not merely draw armed figures in the
act of proceeding across a plain; he paints
moments of transtiguration, when all the
glow of courage that has been banked down
and husbanded through monthe of walting
and guarding burste, at a0 word of comnand,
inte fume,

elght artists for the American expeditionary
